JUDGE BAKER USES HARSH WORDS 
IW THE SPRINGER OASE. 


Defender Forrest Charges the Prosecuting 
Attorney with Peeping- Judge Baker 
Says it Is False- The Lawyer for the 
Defense Protests and ExplainseSays 
Furthmann Was Springer’s Discharged 
Attorney- Again Called Down by the 
Court -t pisodes in the Court-Room. 


There was wat and much noise in Judge 
Baker’s court yesterday afternoon over the 
case of Mrs. Warren Springer, charged with 
attempt at jury ¢orruption. Attorney Forrest, 
Mrs. Springer’s defender, declared that when 
he had surrendered his client to be privately 
arraigned before Judge Baker, Attorney 
Furthmann, special counsel for the State, had 
been peeping through the doorway leading to 
Judge Baker’s chambers. 

Judge Baker said it was a lie and said it 
three or four times flatly. with increasing 
emrhasis, witha vigorous show of temper 
that rather dazed Mr. Forrest, It was about 
as redhot a declaration as ever came from a 
Judge on the bench in Chicago. 

After things had cooled down a bit, it was 
learned that Lawyer Forrest had been a bit 
tangled on the door question. His first state- 
ment carried with it the implication that 
Lawyer Furthmann had hidden away in the 
chamber with the Judge’s knowledge. Later 


it came out that Mr. and Mrs. Springer had. 


told Mr. Forrest that they had seen Mr. Furth- 
mann peeping through the doorway, which is 
the public entrance to the court-room. That 
made a great deal of difference and brought 
ona warm skirmish between Forrest and 
Furthmann, in which Forrest said some things 
that were real nasty. : 

Altogether the session was mighty interest- 
ing, although ‘nothing was accomplished in 
the case beyond the argument of Mr. Forrest. 
‘The State’s lawyers wilt speak this morning. 

The hearing started out dryly enough. Mr. 
Forrest made an exhaustive speech on the 
laws touching the difference between aa at- 
tempt and an intention. When he had done 
with the long row of law books he took up 
the transcript of Mrs. Marmon’s testimony 
and read from it to prove that Mrs. Marmon 
had confessed herself a criminal. He went 
carefully over the point where Mrs. Marmon 
had pointed out Mrs. Springer as that 
woman sitting there—the one in green.“ 

“Your honor,” said he, will remember 
that when Mrs. Marmon did that Mr. Furth- 
mann was sitting in front of the lady with the 
green dress. Mr. Forrest cast a significant 
glance at Mr. Furthmann. 

* Your honor will remember, too.“ con- 
tinued Mr. Forrest, that when my client 
was arraigned here Mr. Furthmann was peep- 
ing through that door. He pointed to the 
entrance to Judge Baker’s chambers. 

Judge taker Hristles Up. 

Judge Baker bristled up and jerked his 
chair noisily 30 that he could look down over 
his desk upon Mr. Forrest. I think you are 
saying what contains not one word that is 
true, he said. 

»Jaw informed that Mr, Furthmann was 
there,’ replied Mr. Forrest. 

Then you state what is a lie.“ 

Forrest, quite dazed, began to protest and 
explain. 

“If you. say that Mr. Furthmann was in 
that room you.state what is simply a lie,“ 


. Judge Baker repeated it with awful Cistinet- 


ness. His voice rose until it rattled the win- 
dows. 

Now when you go out of your way to 
abuse witnesses it is bad enough, the Judge 
continued. but when you eay a thing of that 
sort to this court——’”’ 

Attorney Forrest was still protesting and 
trying to explain. 

“You asked me,” Judge Baker went on, 
“to allow you to surrender your client with- 
out any one seeing her. Now you say that 
there was an attorney hiding in my room, It 
is not so. No one gets into my room without 
my permission.“ 

„ did not intend to reflect on the court.“ 
said Forrest. Mr. and Mrs. Springer in- 
formed me that he was peeping through the 


door.“ 
The Springers Explain. 


The Springers had been looking uncom- 
fortable through all this. When Mr. Forrest 
spoke of the door again both Warren and Mar- 
guerite plucked at his coat-tails anc pointed 
hastily at the big double doors—the public 
entrance to the court-room. 

It is a lie, said Judge Baker—he had not 
seen the Springers point at the public door- 
way. . 

Ar. Forrest—As I said, it was either this door 
(the one opening into the Judge's chamber) or 
that one (the one opening into the public corri- 


E * Baker — Well. it wasn't either one. 

Mr. Forrest, all astonished, was still trying 
to make peace. The word lie is rather 
strong language; if I had said that I would be 
fined for contempt of court.“ Then Mr. 
Forrest went on to declare that he had not 
abused the witness, Mrs. Marmon. He read 
her testimony. Suddenly he turned to Mr. 
Furthmann and said: 

„% You were there, were you not, Mr. Furth- 
mann?!“ 

‘* You can't get me into this.“ 

Ah, you see he will not deny it.“ 

„J will deny it.“ Furthmann looked ex- 
tremely warm and the war cloud thickened 
up again. There was no more loud talk 
though and Mr. Forrest went on reading Mrs. 
Marmon’s testimony in peace and quiet. Once 
Judge Baker interrupted him to take an ex- 
ception to a statement. 

** hope,“ said Mr. Forrest, the court will 
give me an opportunity to explain myself be- 
fore he calls me a liar again. 

Baker Denies He Charged Falsehood. 

Judge Baker, speaking with pacific mild- 
ness: Now, Mr. Forrest. I have never in- 
timated for one moment that you have 
ever stated anything to me that of your 
knowledge was untrue.” 

It will go out that way in the press, any- 
how. 

The Judge repeated his declaration that he 
had never beiieved or intimated that Mr. For- 
rest spoke falsely of his own knowledge. The 
court- room was much more peaceful after 
that so farasthe Judge and the defender 
were concerned. But Forrest and Furthmann 
had a go or two, The defender fired a num- 
ber of hard shots at the prosecutor, ‘* No. 
body,“ he said, ever heard of anybody’s 
hiring Furthmann to do anything but de- 
tect ve work. lam surprised that the court 
should go over the heads of Goodrich and 
Darrow and Collios and the whole staff ot the 
State’s-Attorney’s office and pick out Fu th- 
mann to handie this case for the State. I Will 
simply say that I haveu't the slightest doubt 
that the de ght he has expressed here and 
eisewhere in the pursuit of this woman is due 
to the fact that he is the discharged attorney 
of her husband. Much ef the wealth he now 
bas came from that woman’s pocket.“ 

Judge Baker started tne dialogue again: 

“ That's not a proper sort of statement to maxe 
here! That's a good deal like peepingin at the 
court-room deors—you come here retailing scan- 
dals of which you have no proof and that are not

- Mr. Forrest had a small epat with the 
court at the outset asto which side should 
make the first argument. He held that under 
the common law, where the defense offered no 
testimony, the right of the first argument be- 
longed to that side, and that the argument 
was in the nature of a motion to dismiss, He 
was allowed his point. 

Admits Jurors Have Been Solicited. 

It is contended,” he said in opening, 
„that the evidence in-the case fails to show 
that any crime has been committed, except 
by Mrs. Marmon, It is admitted that the ev- 
idence tends to show that such a crime as so- 
lioiting a juror has been committed. It is con- 
tended that the court cannot on the evidence 
hold Mre. Springer and not hold Mra. Marmon 
unless the court chooses to use the pardoning 
power arbitrarily. The evidence discloses 
that if there was any attempt to corrupt a 
juror it was committed by Mrs. Marmo It 
is hot admitted that Mrs. Springer is the 
woman who called at Mrs. Marmon’s house, 
but this must be considered so for the pur- 
poses of the case.” 

Then Mr. Forrest went into an elaborate re- 
view of the laws which define what constitutes 
the difference between an attempt and inten- 
tion. Suppose, asked Mr. Darrow, Mrs. 
Springer had been shown to have spoken to 
Mr. Marmon instead of to his wife would you 
hold her guilty of an attempt to corrupt?” 

„No,“ replied the defender; not unless 
the money had been actually offered. You 
really have this woman charged with an at- 
tempt to commit an attempt. You must find 
whether or not the act was one directly ap- 
proximating to the offense.” 

Then Mr. Forrest went into the evidence, 
during which time most of the loud talk was 
indulged in, as already detailed. This 
woman,” he said, came to the Marmon 
house on the 9th, and again on the 11th. The 
juror made no complaint until the 15th. The 
thing was batching.

CorreyvitLe, Kas., July 24.—Between 1 
and 2 o’clock this morning Coffeyville expe- 
rienced a subterranean disturbance strongly . 
resembling an earthquake. which terrified the 
citizens for miles around. and caused much 
damage. Just north of town is situated a 
strong natural gas well. About the time men- 
tioned severa! successive explosions awoke 
the people, who jumped out of their beds to 
find the town brightly illuminated and the 
earth trembling, while showers of rocks could 
be seen bursting from the gas well.

HARTER'S COMPROMISE TARIFF BILL. 


Singular Measure Offered in the Heuse by 
the Ohio Congressman.

upon all such articies on and after 
an ad valorem duty of 20 per cent. 
or duties provided for in this act there shall be 
added upon ail articles which, if produced or 
made in the United States, would be subject to 
an internal tax or duty, the amount of such in- 


’ ternal tax or duty. 


2. All tariff taxes and duties in excess of 12

Sensational Developments That Point to 


Either Perjury or Blackmail—Singalar

- WasuiNeron, D. C., July 24.—[Special.]— 
The Senate Sugar Investigating committee, 
which has begun holding its sessions with 
closed doors, has very good reasons for so 
doing, for the testimony which has been in- 
troduced within the last few days has been 
really of a sensational character.

Samuel G. Battershaw, who is being 
searched fer high and low by the committee, 
stated to any number of people here prior to 
bis sudden departure that he had in his pos- 
session the original orders from Senators 
which were delivered to Wheeler & Co. and 
destroyed by that firm. Until he is found it 
will be perhaps impossible for the committee 
to determine the genuineness of these orders. 
They acknowledge in private, however, that 
the investigation has reached a stage where it 
shows that a felony has been committed on 
oue side or the other.

The Secretary of the Interior today in-

WILLIS AND HAWAHAN REPUBLIC. 
The Cabinet Thinks His Recognition Was

LAYS THE BLAME ON INSPECTORS. 


Frick Says Uncle Sam's Men Were Not 
Watchful Over Armor-Plates, 

Wasuinetor, D. C., July 24.—Chairman 
Frick of the Carnegie Steel company was a 
witness before the Naval committee in the 
armor-plate investigation today. Mr. Frick 
asserted he had oppesed entermg upon the 
work of making arimor-plates, since the nec- 
essary plant would be costly and the company 
would have but one customer. Mr. Frick re- 


garded the penalty levied by the Navy De- 


rtment as exorbitant, and considered the 
*resident’s decision unjust in the amount ex- 
acted, since all the company had stipulated 
to do was to furnish the best armor. e did 
not regard the information to the governgrent 
us conspiracy on the part of former strikers 
for revenge, but rather as a money-making 
scheme. 

Informer Craig had come to him before 
the information was given out, intimating 
that a conspiracy was on foot, and giving as 
his motive for the visit gratitude toward a 
member of the company who had assist d his 
sister in obtaining an education. Mr. Frick 
told also of a visit from an unknown elderly 
lady whosaid she caine from Washington, 
and intimated that for meaty she could give 
sume valuable information. If the Govern- 
ment Inspectors had done their duty there 
would have been no trouble.“ said he. 1 
knew they were there to see that the work was 
properly done, and depended on them. You 
gentiemen will see how that was when you 
come to the works. Mr. Frick could not see 
how it benefited his men to slight their work, 
as it was of no financial advantage to them. 
He did not indorse their conduct in deceiving 
the inspectors, and thought they should have 
explained when it was necessary to deviate 
from the regular methods to secure the best 
results, 

Millard Hunsicker, assistant to Chairman 
Frick ahd who had been in charge of the 
armor-plate department since last January, 
testitied that he had no personal knowledge 
of the frauds. Mr. Hunsicker described cer- 
tain plates for the Monterey which had been 
criticised, One of these, he said, hada num. 
ber of smali blow-holes not sufficient to hurt 
the plate. It was rejected at firat, but subse- 
quently the Board of Ordnance accepted it 
at a reduction of $100 per ton. The largest 
blow-hole he knew of was in the barbette of 
the New York, about an inch and a half deep. 
Mr. Hunsicker suid the man who claimed 
to have manipulated the test machine 
inexperienced boy who probably 
exaggerated the manipulation in order to get 
money from the government. As to another 
witness, Mr. Shephard, Mr. Hunsicker said 
he was a favored employé whose wages had 
been advanced and who would have been 
given an important position, yet with a view 
of securing a profit from the government he 
turned up asa witness against the company. 

Representative Dolliver asked about the 
„fake record testified to as kept by Supt. 
Kline. Mr. Hunsicker said he kuew nothing 
of such record. Witness had no knowledge 
of the plugging of blow-holes in armor plates 
without the sanction of the government in- 
spectors.

Tais 
will enable cach to show his strength and it 
van then be determined what combinations 
can be formed. Iu relation to the Governor- 
ship, today has brought forth nothing except 
an intensifying of the bitterness that exiats 
between the forces of Scofield and Upham. 
The breach is so wide betweem these candi- 
dates that nothing can bring their forces to- 
gether to unite on either one of them. The 
workers of each of these factions have been 
spreading stories to the disparagement of the 
other. Maj. Scofield’s friends claim Upham, 
who is a large employer of labor, will de an- 
tagonized by the laboring classes, because, as 
they claim, he has run his business and the 
Town of Marshfield on much the same plan 
as Pullman has his celebrated town, a).

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STOOK-YARDS HOODLUMS. 


Lawless Element Again Breaks Out at 
Packingtown, Giving One Policeman 
a Lively Scuffle-His Head Hit by 
a Big Stone—Hand-to-Hand Encounter 
with Thugs—One Arrest-Gwitching 
Crew Bothered=Pullman Strikers ‘Find 
an Intrepid Pastor. 


Police Officer William Lindgren of the 
North Halsted Street Station shot two hood- 


lums who, with several others, were stoning 


the crew of a Grand Trunk train at Forty. 
ninth and Center avenue yesterday afternoon, 
The officer made a plucky smgle-handed fight 

t the gang of thugs. He was struck on 
the head with a heavy stone and badly hurt, 
but will recover. The men whom he shot, 
though severely wounded. with the assistance 
of friends made their escape before more po- 
lice reached the scene of the fight. One was 
shot through the back. The other received a 


bullet through the left arm. 

The trouble started within three. blocks of 
where the fatal riot occurred two weeks ago 
in which the militia shot a number of rioters, 
A switching crew with an engine andmnumber 
ef cars was doing some work between Hal- 
sted and Ashland avenue, when the crew was 
attacked by u half-dozen toughs who have 
been engaged in cutting trains and intimidat- 
ing workmen in that vicinity for several days. 

_ Officer Lindgren, who was guarding the 
crossing at Center avenue, saw several men 
throw stones at the trainmen and cut the 
train in two. Two mer jumped on the cow- 

- gatcher of the engine and gave the signal for 
the engineer to go ahead. The mep seemed 
familiar with the signals, but the r sus 

something wrong and walked toward 
them. As he approached both the men 
jumped off the engine on the opposite side. 

One carried a link and the other a coupling- 
on. While the officer was trying to catch 

these men he saw others throwing stones at 
the engineer and fireman, while another was 
busy pulling out coupling-pins from between 
the cars. The officer was alone and 
no assistance in sight, but he decided to catch 
at least one man, andachase among the 
cars ensued. After stoning the engineer all 

wished and chasing one brakeman from 
the train the toughs separated and ran. 


Hit oa the Head with a Stone. 


Three went south on Center avenue and the 
éfficer followed. When they reached Fiftieth 
they allowed the offices to catch up, evi- 
dently thinking they could best him in a fight. 
Lindgren seized a man by the coilar with each 
hand. The third man caughtup a heavy 
stone and struck the officer in the back of .the 
It broke large hole in his 

helmet and cut a ed gash three inches in

As the two 
rolled together on the ground the other 
thugs tried to get possession of the 
Seeing that they were about to suc- 
Lindgren pulled the trigger and shot one 
through the arm and disabled him. The po- 
liceman and the other two thugs fought for 
some minutes. The roughs tried to escape. 
Bleeding and daze@ Lindgren clung to both. 
Finally one man broke away and reached for 
the stone with which the officer was first as- 
vaulted. Seeing this, Lindgren shot the man 
the back. As he fell the third man

eseaped from the officer and ran, while Lind- 


gtén fell exhausted from loss of biond which 
ran from the wound in his head. Later he 
reached a patrol box and called for a wagon. 
The crowd offered him no assistance. 

Capt. O’Nei! with several officers arrived 
fram the station and arrested a man who gave 
bis name a Jack Corrigan. Lindgren says 
he is one of the gang. Lindgren was 
taken to Camp Wheeler and his wounds 
dressed by the camp surgeon, Stewart 
Ingalls, then he was sent home. He is not a 
Stock-Yards policeman, but an extra man 
brought from the North Side since the strike 

His wound required seven stitches.

New Plan for Militia. 


Col. Moulton of the Second Regiment, in 
command of Camp Wheeler, received orders 
yesterday to change the entire plan of guard 
duty of his command. In the future his men 
will do no picket duty along railroad tracks. 


They will not be expected to stand guard 


singly over any property. Their duties will 
be confined more closely to suppressing 
riots and preserving order by assisting 
the police when the city officers need help. 
This move will give the police an opportunity 
to keep the district orderiy, as they claim te 
be able todo if the militia are withdrawn. 
The plan is in the nature of an experiment. 
The troops are not to be withdrawn or the 
number reduced. They will simply give up 
the plan of individual warfare assist the 
police only after they have tried‘and failed. 
The change was brought about partiy by 
the soldiers, who objected to doing police 
duty, especially where the police showed an- 
tagonism and jealousy. The police claim to 
be as pleased over the change as the soldiers. 
The first order wassweeping. It affected all 
the territory under guard of the Second Regi- 
ment, Later the order was modified, and the 
Stock-Yards proper inside the gate was 
made exception. The militia will 
do picket duty there as before. Col. Moulton 
received a second dispatch last evening. It

The Police Trial Board at its regular week- 
ly meeting yesterday investigated the charges 
brought by Capt. C. H. Conrad, Company C.

‘suspension, of aiding and abetting the rioters 
July 18 at the Fifty-first street crossing. 
Mayor Hopkins was present at the morning 
session. Corporation Counsel Rubens con- 
ducted the defense of the accused. Capt. 
Conrad was the first and ‘main witness, and 
was curtly handled by Mr. Rubens. The evi- 
dence closed and the case was taken under ad- 
visement at 4 p. m. Some of the spectators 
said, judging from the attitude of the board, 
it was probable Sergt. Foreign would not 
only be restored but promoted. Capt. 
Conrad and Lieut. Jameson took their de- 
parture before the morning session closed, 
and were in a disgusted frame of mind. Capt. 
Conrad said: 

“Tt is a plain case against Sergt. Foreign, 
but the board is bound to reinstate him any- 
how.“ 

Lieut. Jameson. who stood by, added, It 
is like trying the devil in the court of the in- 
ſerno.“ 

The board consisted of Chief Brennan, who 
presided in place of Assistant Chief Kipley, 
and Inspectors Lewis, Schaack, and Fitzpat- 
rick. Inspector Hunt was present, but was said 
net to be sittmg as a member of the board, 
as the charges were against one of his men. 
The formal statement of the charges and 
specifications was as follows:

The report of Capt. Conrad, referred to in 
the specifications, is as follows: 

Rock ISsLAxD Depot, Car1caGo, July 18.—First 
Lieutenant W. N. Blow, Fifteenth Infantry, Act- 
ing A. A. G., Lake-Front, City—Sir: I have the 
honor to report that, in conseguence of com- 
plaints made by the officials of the Rock Island 
railroad that their workmen had been on two 
separate occasions severely maltreated and as- 
saulted at Fifty-first street, I proceeded at 5 p. 
m., this date, from the city to the locality com- 
plained of. 

Arriving there at 5:30 p. m. the United States 
Marshals with the train reported to me that a 
disorderly mob of some 300 persons had congre- 

ated at Fifty-first and Wentworth avenue, one 

lock west of the railroad tracks, and was 
there lying in wait for men leaving work. The 
Marshals, numbering eleven, under the command 
of their three officers, moved toward the crowd 


intent to commita violent and unprovoked as- 
sault upon an inoffensive workingman. 

The prisoner was at once arrested by the Mar- 
shals in the presence of the police, who wit- 
nessed the assault and made no effort to keep the 
peace other than drive the assaulted men away 
and to threaten the captain of Marshals with ar- 
rest. Further westward along the road the Mar- 
shals found Neil Madden, a striker from the Fort 
Wayne company, obstructing them and inciting 
the mob to attack tbem. This man was also ar- 
rested, and when searched was found in posses- 
sion of a heavy policeman's club and a pair of 
iron knuckles. These he admitted he carried for 
the purpose of assaulting working railroad em- 
ployés. I then went to the Sergeant of the 
police, J. N. Foreign, star No. 153, of the Chicago 
police fo and pointed out to him that a 
riotous and disorderly mob was assembied in his 
view and that their object was perfectly apparent. 
He declined to disperse them, stating that he had 
no authority and that his orders were only to 
protect the railroad tracks. He is the same man 
who, on July 5, stood next to and saw a rioter 
throw a stone through the windows ofthe Pul!- 
man car in which I was riding with my command 
in the other coaches. On t occasion he dis- 
tinctly asserted that he had seen nothing. Capt. 
Glasgow, commanding a company of Sixth 
Regiment, I. N. G., stationed at the cross- 
ing, informs me that this Sergeant, who is 
in charge of about ten mea _ there, has 
actively sympathized and coéperated 
with the rioters and disorderly who infest this 
district. The Captain states t he has fre- 
quently seen this Sergeant and the officers under 
him arrest strikers whose excessive violence 
compelled his attention, and that invariably the 
prisoners have been taken one block east or west 
and there and then released by the police. This 
policeman admitted himself that instead of pro- 
tecting workmen through the mob he had 
taken them down the tracks by another 
way. The Captain of the State troo was 
clearly and emphatically of the opinion t the 
police officer in question was actively in sympa- 
thy with these riotous strikers. Several leading 
officials of the Rock Island railroad were present 
and saw the entire occurrence. They are dis- 
tinctly of the opinion that the lives of their em- 
ployés will be in deadly peril directly the protec- 
tion of the Federal troops is withdrawn. 

I have just been informed that after my return 
to the city a brutal and violent assault was com- 
mitted on a switchman returning home, and that 
he was so badly injured as to necessitate his be- 
conveyed there by the police. Very respect-

Capt. Conrad Testifies. 


The first witness was Capt. Conrad, whose 
testimony, if he had been allowed to give it, 
would have consisted largely of matters 
which he did not personally witness, but 
about which he had taken pains to inform 
himself on the spot. Mr. Rubens, however, 
held him down to the rules of the law. How- 
ever, when the Captain’s report was read to 
him, and he was asked if it was true, he re- 
plied emphatically it was. 

Capt. Conrad then testified to Foreign’s con- 
duct at the Fifty-first street crossing July 18. 
He said he asked Foreign why de did not dis- 
persea mob which was collecting a block 
away, and Foreign told him insolently it was 
none of his affair. He said he knew his duty, 
and took no orders from any army Captain. 
Witness repeated other language of a similar 
character used by Foreign. Witness: treated 
him courteously, but told him he would re- 
port him, which he afterwards did. Referring 
to the events of July 5, witness said the police 
under Foreign made no effort to maintain 
order. But when asked for specific cases, 
the witness could give none. He said it was 
the general attitude of the police, and what 
had not been done, which he complained of. 

Capt. Conrad was checked so frequently 
and so curtly by Mr. Rubens that his face 
flushed with indignation. But he kept his 
teinper, and finally told the board he had 
nothing to add to what was in his official re- 
port. e intimated he was not on trial, and 
really had no interest in the proceedings. 

Was that mob committing any violence? 
asked Mr. Rubens. 

“I could not see; it was, a disorderly 
crowd,“ replied Capt. Conrad. 

Then you saw no violence?“

Foreign Testifies, 


The most important testimony taken in the 
afternoon was that of the accused, Sergt. 
Jerome L. Foreign. He said he was on duty 
July 18 at Fifty-first street and the Rock 
Island tracks. At 5:30 p. m. the mob began 
to collect at Fifty-iret street and Wentworth 
avenue and he determined to disperse it. He 
had three men on duty at the crossing, but 
wenta short distance and got two more, 
When he had returned to the crossing he in- 
formed his men they would all go with him 
to Wentworth avenue and disperse the mob. 
As they approached the crowd two of them 
seemed to be engaged ina fight and Officer 
Whalen, who was the first to reach thom, ga ve 
one of them ashove. Witness came up also 
and gave the man asbove and struck at him 
with his club. Just then Capt. Wade and 
his Deputy Marshals came up, and 
Wade said to Foreign, “We will attend 
to this man; you can stand back. At this 
witness stood back and let the deputies go 
ahead. But the deputies, instead of dis- 
persing the mob, simply made two arrests 
and then returned toward the crossing with 
their prisoters. The witness called his men 
together, advanced on the mob, and dispersed 
it in every direction. 

Witness said he hud heard Capt. Conrad’s 
testimony, and he denied emphatically the 
use of any of the language Capt. Conrad had 
imputed to him. Witness said Capt. Conrad 
seemed to be adverse to him and 
inclined to find fault. He cameup to witness 
and said: Sergeant, what protection are 
you affording these men?“ Witness replied: 
Jam affording them all the protection they 
need. But this did not seem to satisfy him, 
and he continued to catechise witness, and 
said: Officer, you are not doing your 
duty.” Witness testified he had never been 
remiss in dispersing the mobs. July 5 acrowd 
of 4,000 men gathered and heand his men 
charged them and dispersed them. He him. 
self fought them hand to hand, used his club 
on them, and een broke his club over one 
man’s shouldefs. 

Witness said the story about his allowing 
a man stahding by his side one day to stone a 
train was absolutely false. No such incident 
ever occurred, He denied he had ever sym- 
pathized with the strikers.’ He said he dad 
never been told to favor them, but on ue 
contrary he had strict orders from Capt. Dol- 
lard to disperse mobs, to clear the tracks, and 
to keep everybody moving. He said he had 
been on the force six years, in that precinct 


three years, and a Sergeant over one year, and 


had never had a charge of any kind preferred 
against him before. 

Police Lieutenant Morrissey then testified, 
praising Sergt. Foreign to the skies. The 
value of his testimony may be judged by the 
fact that he said Capt. Wade bad told him the 
reporter for Tun TAU who received from 
him and Capt. Conrad the story of the occur. 
rences of July 18 was drunk at the time, and 
Mr. Rubens did not object to this on account 
of its being hearsay. Any intimation that the 
reporter for Tue Trispuns was drunk is a 
falsehood. The reporter in question not only 
can be proved to have been sober. that day, 
— is a total abstainer and has been all his 

e. 

The trial closéd with the testimony of Po- 
lice Capt. Dollard and Police Officers alen, 
McCann, and Root, who eulogized Foreign 
and declared he was innocent of everything he 
was charged with. The board then adjourned, 
and will probably make up its decision today. 


THREE MEN KILLED BY DESBERADOES. 


Old Man Hudson and His Boy Murder a 
Trio of Deputy Sheriff:, 

BirminenaM, Ala., July 24.—[Special.]— 
Three dead Deputy Sheriffs are the result of 
one day's work by two striking Alabama 
miners. The dead are Charles Cole, James 
Smith, and N. B. Gay. Their slayers were 
George Hudson and his father, R. H. Hudson, 
who formerly dug coal for the Sloss Iron and 
Steel company at Coalburg, but have been 
leading strikers for some time. Officers Cole 
and Smith went to the house of old 
man Hudson at 3 o’clock today to arrest the 
younger Hudson on a charge of participation 
in the Pratt mines massacre Monday. As the 


officers approached the Hudson house they 


saw young Hudson on the porch and reading 
the warrant ordered him to surrender. At 
this point old man Hudson appeared at the 
door with three guns, one of which he 
gaveto his son. Cole ‘saw their game 
and fired -one shot, wounding old 
man Hudson in the hand. The younger man 
returned the fire and Cote fell dead witha 
bullet through his heart. He then gave the 
second barrel and Smith received a mortal 
wound, dyingina few moments. The Hud- 
sons took to the mountains after the 
double murder, pursued by a posse of deputies 
and citizens. In a short while they 
were overtaken in the woods. A pitched bat- 
tle followed in which Deputy Sheriff Gay re- 
ceived a mortal wound and Jaines Wooten, a 
citizen of Coalburg, was seriously hurt. The 
Hudsons finally cut their way through and 
are now making for Cat Mountain with the 
posse hot upon their trail, and two com- 
panies of militia back of them. Orders are 
to take the men dead or alive. 


HAS A DISTINCTLY SOUTHERN FLAVOR. 


Story of an Alleged Race War Said to Be 
On in Mississippi. 

Jackson, Miss., July 24.—News of a race 
war in Simpson County, Miss., reached here 
today. The negroes are alleged to have held 
several secret meetings recently. at which 
they entered into a conspiracy to murder the 
white people and burn their homes. One of 
these meetings was attended by white 
men, who secreted themselves and heard 
the plot. A negro woman made a 
fiery speech, and told her auditors to murder 
the white men and the negro women would 
look after the white women and children. The 
exposure of the plot created great excitement 
among the whites, who took several of the 
negro leaders out and gave them seyere whip- 
pings. The mob then took the negro woman 
toaswamp. and no trace of her has been 
found since, It is believed she was lynched. 


HOLDS THE TILLMAN LAW IN FORCE, 


Justice Pope of the South Carolina Su- 
preme Court So Decides, 
CotumsBu, S. C., July 24.— [Special. — An- 
other bomb was exploded in the dispensary 
reopening matter today when it became 
known that Associate-Justice Pope of the Su- 
preme Court, the Tillman member who dis- 
sented from the recent decision, had, upon a 
suddenly made habeas corpus case, rendered 
a decision that the Supreme Court had never 
passed upon the 1893 liquor law and it was 
stillin force. A liquor man was arrested and 
the State won the case. An appeal was taken 
to the full bench, An agreed case will be 
submitted to the court when the newly elect- 
ed Tillman Justice, Gary, takes his seat next 
week, and he will be put to the test.

Such legislation would be 
entirely proper. The Lincoln Monument As- 
sociation itself has passed a resolution tender- 
ing the monument to the State upon condition 
that it keep the same in good shape, that the 
State pay the expenses of a custodian, and 
that the public be admitted free at all times.

It is a 
scandal in itself that the people should have 
to pay for admission to the grounds and its 
neglected condition should no longer be al- 
lowed to continue. It was built by contribu- 
tions of the people and the people should in- 
sist that it be turned over to the custody of 
the State, put into the best order, and remain 
so, and above ail that it shall no longer suffer 
the indignity of being managed as a paid 
show.

THE TRUST SENATORS BUCKING AGAINST 
GROVER, 

Messrs. Gorman, Brice, Vest, Jones, Smith, 
Harris, etc., have had their say, und now the 
people have heard both sides of the contro- 
versy between Cleveland and the syndicate of 
Democratic trust Senators. 

On the 2d of this month Cleveland wrote 
a letter to Congressman Wilson, in which, 
speaking of the Senate 405 amendments to 
the Wilson tariff bill, especially those taking 
coal and iron ore off the free list, he said that 
to impose duties, no matter how low, on those 
articles *‘ meant party perfidy and party dis- 
honor.“ He asserted also that “no tariff 
measure can accord with Democratic princi- 
ples that does not provide for free raw ma- 
terials,” and their subjection to any rate of 
tariff taxation, great or small, is alike vio- 
lative of Democratic principle and Demo- 
cratic good faith.”’ 

The Senatorial syndicate reply to these 
declarations is that Mr. Cleveland gave the 
Senators who gotup the patchwork Senate 
bill to understand clearly that while he did 
not like their 405 amendments to the Wilson 
House bill yet it was better to pass a bill con- 
taining them than to fass no bill at all. It is 
alleged that when it became evident that the 
bill could not be passed as it came from the 
House, and that to get it tnrough the Senate 
it would have to be modified in many re- 
spects, Senatot Jones of Arkausas began con- 
sulting with the trust kickers to ascertain 
if something could be drafted which would 
suit them all. This was, he says, in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the Presidént and the 
Secretary of the Treasury. The amendments 
were submitted to Secretary Carlisle and met 
with his approval. Not satisfied with this. 
Senator Jones saw Mr. Cleveland and said to 
him: “1 will nottake another step except 
with the approval of the administration“; to 
which the President is alleged to have replied 
that he would do and say anything to effect 
a compromise; that it was a wise thing and 
good thing. At every conference with the 
President coal and iron ore were mentioned, 
says Jones, but he never uttered a word 
against going forward with the bill with 

protection coal and iron ore amendments in 
it. Senator Harris said on the same point: 

My distinct understanding of that interview 
was that the President desired that we pass the 
bill as it passed the Senate if we could make no 
better terms. He was decidedly in favor of its 
passing in this form if the Senate would not re- 
cede. He hoped that we could in some way agree 
to put coal and iron on the free list, but I told him 
it was impossible. and my understanding is that 
the President was decidedly in favor of passing 
the bill as it passed the Senate if no better terms 
could be made. 

This conversation was after the bill had 
been passed by the Senate, and after it had 
been sent to a conference committee, and 
after the President had written- his famous 
letter to Mr. Wilson. Thus, according to the 
Senators, Mr. Cieveland is not the frank, 
bluff, rock-rooted sort of a man the rank and 
file of the party thought he was; but a Janus 
faced, doubie-tongued, slippery fellow, who, 
at the same moment he was telling Wilson to 
hold out for free iron ore and free coal no 
matter what happened, was saymg to the 
trust clique of Senators that while he preferred 
to have those important raw material com- 
modities on the free list, yet if nothing better 
than the crazy-quilt Senate bill could be 
secured, then he was for that rather than no 
bill of any kind. 

This alleged duplicity is what made Gor. 
man furious. This is what caused him to huri 
back the Presidential imputation, and say 
that this treatment of his [trust] fellows is 
infamous. 

Replying to Mr. Cleveland’s allegation that 
Democracy on the tariff meant free raw ma- 
terials, Gorman says that when Mr. Cieve- 
land came to write his letter of acceptance in 
1892, being afraid that he could not be elect- 
ed on the radical free trade tariff plank of his 


party, he toned down that plank, saying in 


his letter that he was against the destruc- 
“tion of established industries and was in 
“ favor of freer raw materials, not of free

‘* freer raw materials” Mr. Gorman does not 
see why the President should play him and 
other Senators false, as it is alleged that he 
has done in his Wilson letter. 


The apparent weight of evidence is on the 


side of the syndicate trust Senators. They 
evidently were convinced that Mr. Cleveland 
would rather have their patchwork Senate 
bill than no bill at all. They got that impres- 
sion not merely from Secfetary Carlisle but 
also from the President himself. Either the 
President was very unfortunate in his way of 
expressing himself or he was playing a double 
game—willing to agree to anything to get 
the bill through the Senate and into confer- 
ence committee, hoping that the House would 
stand firm and force the clique Senators to 
recede, but finally, doubting whether it would, 
he showed his hand by aliowing the Wilson 
letter to be made public. 

Very likely the President has been twisting 


and winding. It may have taken him some 


time to make up his mind to insist on free 
coul and iron ore. But so far as his party is 
concerned it will make no difference how 
much he tricked and deceived these trust Sen- 


ators, provided he stands by his guns and says 


he never will surrender. For in spite of all 
that Mr. Gorman and his associates may say 
the members of the Democratic party are for 
free trade. They are for the Chicago tariff 
plank. They are for the Wilson bill because 
it is nearer that plank than the Senate bill is 


They will be for Cleveland if he does not back 


down, because he is nearer to free trade than 
are Gorman, Brice, and Smith. If Cleveland 
will shout Hurrah for Democracy and free 
trade and down with the protection sugar 
trust Senatorial traitors, his party will fol- 
low him to the bitter end aud these Senators 
will be trampled under foot.

PROBABLY PASSED FOR THE GAS TRUST. 

In the strong, clear veto message written 
by Corporation Counsel Rubens there is an 
intimation that the ordinance, though passed 
by men who said they wanted to kill the 
trust, is really meant for its benefit. It is 
stated in the veto: 

Another palpable trick in the framing of this 
section will become apparent if the language 
employed to limit the price of gas is closely ex- 
amined, as it limits the price of such gas only as 
will be flowing through any main pipes, feed- 
ers, or service pipes laid by said Universal Gas 
company or by its authority.“ 

The ordinance nowhere prohibits the purchase 
and use by this company of existing pipes or 
pipes that may hereafter be laid by other com- 
paniesand acquired by this company, and as to 
all such gas-which may be all that will ever be 
furnished by it, the limitation of price would not 
apply at all. 

It is not impossible that the gas trust, de- 
moralized by recent court decisions and tind- 
ing reorganization impossible, is behind the 
Universal and intends to transfer to it the 
mains, gasholders, and plante, etc., of the old 
companies it now controls. Then it will have 
a new franchise running for fifty years and 
covering all the territory of a city which be- 
fore that time expires will have as large a pop- 
ulation ae London bas now. It will have a 
franchise which if it uses the pipes iaid by 
other companies will relieve it from the neces- 
sity of paying anything to the city while the 
trust can charge the people for gas about what 
it pleases. 

It is not likely that a new bona fide com- 
pany willattempt to enter into competition 
with the trust, investing millions of dollars in 
works and mains, knowing that the trust 
would not allow itself to be driven out of the 
field, but would fight back, and that the con- 
test would end in consolidation or the crip- 
pling of both concerns. Either the ordinance 
is for the use of the trust or is to be employed 
to blackmail! the trust. Neither of these is a 
moral purpose. Time will show who the ben- 
eficiaries are. 

As for the Council it is getting worse in- 
stead of better. The last one passed the Met- 
ropolitan gas ordinance, but sustained the 
Mayor’s veto of it. The present one, which 
it was hoped would be an improvement on its 
predecessor, has outdone it in rascality. 
Some .of the men elected in April, who 
were voted for because it was be 
lieved they were honest and would remain so, 
have turned out to be the easy prey of the 
tempter. With a few months more of train- 
ing they will be as voracious as the oldest and 
most experienced of the Aldermanic bood. 
lers.

MOWBRAY, THE MISSIONARY OF MURDER 

The English Anarchist agitator and or- 
ganizer, Mowbray, who was recently allowed 
to land at New York without molestation, and 
then for further protection took out his firat 
papers, has been heard from again. Monday 
evening he spoke upon the same platform 
with that other public pest, Johann Most of 
Germany. The authorities had taken the 
precaution to send a large force of police and 
detectives to the meeting, so that Mowbray 
did not dare to be as outspoken as he was 
wheu interviewed the other day. Read be- 
tween the lines, however, his speech was just 
as dangerous and incendiary. It was a veiled, 
cunning invitation to labor unions to come 
over into the Anarchist groups. Labor 
unions,” he says, are gradually being 
forced into the ranks of Anarchist-Commun- 
ists. A strike cannot any more be used to 
better the condition of the workingman. Con- 
sequently, while organizing they are studying 
the doctrine that the Socialists, the Cominiun- 
ists, and tne Anarchists lay before them.” Is 
this true? It it beso, then indeed are the 
labor unions taking the first steps, not toward 
bettering their condition nor to secure better 
terms from their employers, but to throttle 
the law, overturn the government, and revo- 
lutionize society. The conspiracy of Debs, 
Howard, and Keliher, the attempted “ indus- 
trial revolution”’ of Sovereign, the riots, in- 
cendiarism, and to hell with the govern- 
ment of their dupes, lend at least an air of 
suspicion to this boast of the English An- 
archist. 

How does Mowbray propose to bring about 
the universal era of anarchy? Upon this 
point again he was not so outspoken as upon 
a previous occasion, as he had a healthy re- 
gard for police consequences, but read de- 
tween the lines his purpose is unmistakable. 
It will be impossible,“ says Mowbray, for 
these men not to fight, not to take a rifle, a 
knife, or a bomb; to revolutionize society by 
folding their arms.“ And again: 

We don’t want to be shot. We want to agree 
with our masters, we want to reason with them, 
and if they will shoot [this most insinuatingly } 
don't blame us for what might happen. Violence 
begets violence. I counsel my followers to place 
more reliance in mental than physical dynamite, 
but I will never raise my voice against the men 
and women who have dared to strike a blow 
against the government that has enslaved them. 
I would rather live for the workingmen than die 


for them. I will not pose as a martyr, butif daty 
calls me I hope 1 shall not shirk. 


There is no mistaking the meaning of this 
talk from the man who came to this country 
for the purpore of establishing as he says n 


Propaganda of anarchiem. Now he has gone 
further and declares that it is his purpose to 


establish this propaganda among the labor 
unions. He evidently is of opinion that the 
Debses, Sovereigns, Bloody Bridies Waites, 
and Altgelds are not outspoken enough, and 
that he isthe man to go among the unions 
and place them in line with anarchy and in- 
cite them to adopt its methods, He is the 
man to induce them to use anarchy as their 
only weapon—*' to take a rifle, a koife, or a 
bomb,” and not to expeet to revolutionize 
society by folding their arms.” 

It is time that the police of New York sup- 
pressed this incendiary. His record is 
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England to look out for him. They Know 
that he has been arrested there for making 
inflammatory speeches, and that not long ago 
he got into trouble for unging in his paper, 
the Commonweal, the murder of the Chief 
Justice, the Home Secretary, and other 
officials, and only escaped on a technicality, 
Since then England has become too hot for 
him, and he has come over here to boom his 
propaganda of the knife, the rifle, the torch, 
aid the bomb. He ought to be suppressed. 
Such a speech as he made Monday night he 
should not be permitted to make again. It 
makes no difference that like Johann Most he 
is a coward and a man who works only with 
his mouth for what he can nuke out of his 
ignorant hearers among those of the Anarch- 
ist set. In these troublesome days, when 
workingmen’s passions have been inflamed 
by such agitators as Debs and Sovereign and 
fostered by demagogues seeking votes, he is 
capable of inciting mischief and provoking 
danger to life and property by his cunnmg 
insinuations. He should be suppressed, and, 
if necessary, run out of the country: Work- 
ingmen themselves should be the first to de- 
nounce him, They cannot afford to place 
themselves in the position of even listening 
to the ravings of this missionary of murder. 


DEBS’ LAST FOOL FIASCO. 

Having suffered a miserable faflure of his 
attempt to prevent the hauling of Pullman 
sleeping cars over the railroad lines of this 
country, Dictator Debs now is essaying the 
greater folly of trying to persuade the trav- 
eling public to boycott the Pullman sleepers. 
He appeals to every good man and every 
good woman not to ride in a Pullman car” 
until tue company yields to the demands of 
Debs. He says: Let the cars run absolutely 
empty. No friend of labor, no friend of hu- 
manity, will occupy a seat or a berth in a 
Pullman car.” And this fellow, who is 
morally responsible for the deaths of twenty- 
six of his fellow-creatures, has the cheek to 
proclaim that he will use every available 
and lawful means to press the @ontest.”’ 

It isa wild notion that after having suf- 
fered in the smaller field a defeat which in- 
volved the utter disintegration of his forces 
he now is able to achieve a victory in the far 
greater one. Supposing it to be true that 
ninety per cent of the newspapers that are 
fighting the A. R. U. on the railroad and gen- 
eral strike have most bitterly arraigned 
Pullman,” that would not prove that the said 
papers sympathize with Debs in his effort to 
down the inter-State commerce of the coun- 
try and cause great loss to many millions of 
people who have nothing todo with his un- 
lawful boycott. Still less does it indicate 
that those of the traveling public to whom the 
Pullman cars are a great convenience, which 
they would much rather pay for than dis- 
pense with, are going todo as they are re- 
quested by Debs. Very few of those who 
under other circumstances would use the 
sleeper will be willing to sit up all night, not 
only josing their natural rest, but losing time 
and energy for whatever work they may wish 
todo. So this latest appeal by the hare- 
brained bandit will fall more flat than did 
his efforts to stop commerce among the 
American peop'e. It will not meet with 
much response,and the few who abstained 
once from a night’s sleep out of sympathy 
with Debs would not try it a second time if 
they could help it. 

The issuance of the appeal betrays a 
lamentable want of understanding of human 
nature. The average man or woman will 
patronize those who serve him or her best, 
and this eaually is true of workers as of their 
employers. The storekeeper who should of- 
fer goods of equal quality at lower prices, or 
the boss who offered higher wages for the 
same work than his competitors. may count 
pretty confidently on receiving a good share 
of public patronage. Asa rule people do not 
ask many awkward questions in such a case, 
They take the wares which they think are 
best worth the money to be paid for them. 
And they are not to be blamed for this, since 
all business is a matter of close competition, 
unless in the departments that are controlled 
by trusts, which are the objects of especially 
gevere attack by the labor orator. 

The rule applies to things that are wanted 
for the comfort of the consumer, though the 
sale be controlled by a trust. The Standard 
Oiland the gas companies have been cried 
out against loudly as gigantic monopolies 
the continued prosperity of which is inimical 
to that of the people, but the consumption of 
oil and gas is not materially lessened on that 
aecount. The use of anthracite coal was not 
perceptibly diminished by the recent outcry 
that the supply was under the thumb ofa 
gigantic combination, nor do the people re- 
fuse to use matches because the output is the 
work of a trust. Neither rich nor poor will 
voluntarily deprive themselves of a necessity, 
or even of a convenience which is well within 
their means, because the production is carried 
on by means of which they do not entirely 
approve. Sleeping car accommodation is 
one of those conveniences to those who can 
afford to pay for it, and they are not likely to 
forego the enjoyment because asked to do so 
by a ukase from Debs or any other man who 
may fancy that he has been given by Provi- 
dence a commission as universal policeman 
to knock on the head any and all he may 
think to be in the wrong.

THE BOODLERS BEAT THE MAYOR. 

Having passed a boodle gas ordinance and 
provided thus for the expenses of pleasure 
trips the Council has decided to take its sum- 
mer vacation, beginning at the close of this 
month, There ought to be enough in the 
„Universal Gas”’ ordinance to enable those 
Aldermen who voted for it in order to put 
money in their pockets to have a very enjoy- 
able time durmg August and September, 

The record which the Council made for it- 
self Monday night was the worst it ever has 
done. Of the sixty-eight members fifty-three 
voted to passa corrupt ordinance over the 
Mayor’s veto and refused to consider impor- 
tant amendments submitted by him which 
were plainly in the interest of the consumers 
and of the city. Regardless of what the Mayor 
had to say andof the unmistakable pub- 
lic disapproval the fifty-three Aldermen—all 
but a handful of them confessed boodlere— 
put through an ordinance containing a fifty 
years’ gift of the right to rip up the pave- 
ments, sell gas in all parts of the city, charg- 
ing a price which is excessive. The ordinance 
contains no provisions to protect the rights of 
the city or to safeguard the interests of the 
people, Andeven now, more than a week 
after the date of its introduction and passage, 
no one outside of some knavish Aldermen has 
the least idea who will turn up finally as the 
holder of this franchise. 

It cannot be said that all the men who 
voted to pass this ordinance over the Mayor’s 
veto did so because they had been bribed or 
because they expected to make money by 
selling these franchises to the highest bidder, 
But the men who were honest in voting for 
the Universal steal are in such bad company 
that they have no right to feel aggrieved if 
their constituents and citizens generally look 
on them with suspicion. Every man in the 
Council whe is known to be cerrupt, every 
one whose reputation has teen smirched, and 
every one whom the people ever have sus- 
pected voted for the Universal gas ordinance. 
Those men, hitherto unsuspécted, who stood 
shoulder to shoulder with the 
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voted with them for this steal, must not be 


astonished if they are known by the company 
they keep. : ; 


ARTIFICIAL RAIN-MAKING. 

In the Popular Science Monthly for August 
Prof. Fernando Sanford handles without 
gloves the pretensions of certain persons to 
be able to produce rain by artificial means. 
He undertakes to show that there are but two 
ways in which rain can be formed in the at- 
mosphere, Either the total quantity of vapor 


it contains must be increased, or the tempera- 
ture of the air must be diminished. No arti- 
ficial provision needs to be made for dust 


particles in the air to form the nuclei for con- 
densation, as it probably is safe to assume 
that under all ordinary circumstances a suffi- 
cient number of these are present. 


No enterprising rainmaker yet has proposed 


a method of increasing the total moisture of 
the air to any appreciable extent, though 
some have attempted to do thison a small 
scale, asserting that if a little condensation 
could be started in one place it at once would 
spread out in all directions, like the benign 
influence of a homeopathic pill. But the 
fact is that rain is a product of condensation. 
which raises the temperature of the air, and 
that increases its ability to hold the vapor 
particles in suspension instead of letting them 
go. Hence heat must continually be taken 
from the air in order to keep up condensa- 
tion. In the formation of rain by 
natural causes this continuous. decrease 
of temperature for the rain-bearmg 
air masses is provided by ascending 
currents of air which carry the water mole- 
cules upward into continually cooler and 
cooler regions. Whenever there ia an area 
over which the barometric pressure is less 
than the normal it is an indication of an as- 
cending current of air, and wherever there is 
an ascending current there is a probability of 
rain fall, though if the air be very dry it may 
not be carried high enough to induce con- 
densation of the vapor into rain drops, the 
ability of air to carry water without letting it 
fall increasing rapidly with a rise in tempera- 
ture, and vice versa. On the other hand air 
currents are descending over an area of high 
barometer, and since the descending air is 
continually having its temperature raised no 
precipitation of moisture from it will occur. 
Prof. Sanford takes the broad ground that 
„there is no evidence to show that even the 
emaliest local shower has been produced arti- 
ficially,”’ and no method of producing rain 
artificially has yet been publicly proposed 
which suggests to one familiar with the prin- 
ciples involved even a possibility of success, 
That some of the men who advocate the wild 
schemes that have received financial support 
from Congress are honest in their motives he 


does not question, but says that all the pro- 


fessional rainmakers are conscienceless 
fakers is scarcely more questionable.”’ To 
show that testimonials of success are not 
proofs of merit he cites the fact the the rain- 
fall at Pixiey in Fresno County, Cal., at 
the close of last January, which was stoutly 
testified to as artificially produced, was offi- 
ciatly predicted thirty-six hours previously. 

The absurdity of the ordinary means em- 
ployed in the hope of inducing rain artifi- 
cially is shown by the statement that they 
raise the temperature of the air to the extent 
to which they influence it at all, while a low- 
ering of i's temperature is the thing to be de- 
aired. Prof. Sanford says the plan of send- 
ing up liquefied carbonic acid is the best theo- 
retically. It correctly is argued that in vapor- 
izing and expanding the acid must take heat 
from the surrounding air sufficient to set its 
molecules vibrating in the gaseous form. 
But when the thing is considered as a ques- 
tion of *finance it reduces to an absurdity. 
He presents the elements of a caicu- 
lation proving that to cool the air enough 
to give a quarter of an inch of 
rain over one square mile would take 
406 million pounds of the acid. If the mate- 
rial could be purchased in such large quan- 
tity at a dollar a pound the cost of u quarter 
of an inch of rainfall would be about $600,- 
000 per acre, not counting anything but the 
carbonic acid. He says the business of mak- 
ing rain fall by artificial means offers special 
inducements to fellows who are accustomed to 
makea living by swindling their fellow-men, 
and it is surprising the number is not larger. 
seeing that no capital and no business train- 
ing are required for it. ‘The only thing nec- 
essary is to contract to furnish rain to as 
many different sections of country as possi- 
ble. Then, if it rains over any of those areas, 
collect the pay. If it does not rain the ex- 
periment has cost iothing.”’ 


GORMAN CLAIMS TOO MUCH.

ATOHISON’S AFFAIRS ARE REVIEWED 
BY TWO OOMMITTEES. . 


Chairman Meyers of the Stockholders’ Pro- 
tective Body Wants a Complete Change 
ia Management=The Reorganizstion 
Committee Meets to Hear Littie's Re- 
port on the Hastern Books, Which Is 
Not Completed=Morton Is Favored for 
Governor by State Committee. 

Nrw York, July 24.—[Special. ]+-The Atehi- 
son Protective Reorganization committee, 
which claims a majority of the Atchison 
stockholders, and which is working in opposi- 


tion to the General Reorganization committee, 
is these days with the accountants trying to 
ascertain just the amount of assessment 
which will have to be paid in to rescue the 
road from its present position. Some of the 
committee think the crisis in the history of 
the road is at hand. Theodore W. Myers, who 
is Chairman of the Atchison protective com- 
mittee, when asked today the meaning of the 
movement of his committee, said: 

„ belteve the time has come when every 
man should use his influence in favor of re- 
form of railway management ard against 
vicious financial methods. The Atchison 
management changed its income bond to a 
fixed mortgage under representations in re- 
gard to the earnings of the property which re- 
cent disclosures show were utterly false. 
Since 1889 the securities of Atchison have 
been sold to innocent buyers because they 
were deceived in regard to the earnings. My 
correspondence discloses a vast amount of 
suffering on the part of those who can i'l af- 
ford their losses, simply because they have 
believed the statements put forth by the Atch: 
ison officers.” ~* 

„% What is the purpose of your committee!“ 

„We tavor a complete change in the man- 
agement of Atchison in favor of new men of 
tried ratlroad experience with sound financial 
methods. 

„How will you save the property from the 
demands of the second mortgage? 

„The owners of the second mortgage bonds 
willagree with the stockholders to sacrifice 
sufficient of their matured and maturing 
coupons to enable the system to work out of 
its present depression. 

When asked what he thought of the plans 
of the General Reorganization committee 
Mr. Myers replied; I de not remember a 
more unjust, unsound, and illogical proposi- 
tion than has been published asthe plan of 
that committee. 

The Atchison General Reorganization com- 
mittee held a meeting this afternoon. The 
chief object of the meeting was to hear the 
repoꝶ of Expert Stephen Little, who has 
been examining — the condition of the 
Atchison, Topeka Santa F6 railroad com- 
pany at the request of the committee. For 
the last few days Mr. Little has been worki 
assiduously on the books in the Atchison of- 
fice in this city, and it was expected that his 
report would surely be ready this after- 
noon, 

After the meeting Secretary Herman Kobbe 
said: 

„Mr. Little has not yet finished his exam- 
ination of the Eastern books, but so far as he 
has examined them he finds no reason to 
change his opinion, already given, as to over. 
statement of income. He does not expect to 
be able to present his final report before the 
end of next week.” . 

President Reinhart claimed the Eastern 
books were all right, but itis inferred from 
Mr. Little’s report that they were doctored in 
the same manner as the Western books. It 
was reported in Wall street today that state- 
ments and newspaper reports of the illegal 
payment of rebates had been sent to the At- 
torney-General for consideration by the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission.

HAVE A OLASH AT SEOUL 


King of the Peninsular Couutry Reported 
to Have Been Kidnaaped or in Hiding 
at the Chinese Residency=Ramor That 


TransporteThe United States to Send 
Boats to Corea=Other News from For- 
eign Countries. 

Tacoma, Wash., July 24.—[Special. }—Pri- 
vate advices received here confirm the report 
of a battle between Coreans and Japanese at 
Seoul. The Corean King is in hiding and is 
supposed to be at the Chinese Resideney. 
Chinese and Japanese troops are located at 
all neighboring ports. Russia has landed 
1. soldiers at Gensan, the northern port 
on west coast of Corea. The Chinese 
Consul at Nagasaki, Japan, bas ordered all 
Chinese subjects to leave. Coreans and Chi- 
nese engaged in a battle July 12 with Tungsis 
rebels and a large number were killed, It is 
reported that the Corean King has been kid- 
naped by the Japanese. Eight Japanese and 
three Chinese men-of-war and 20,000 troops 
are at Gensan on the east coast of Corea, 
Trouble is imminent at that place. 

SAN MRA, July 24.—A dispatch received 
here from Nagasaki, Japan, says a detach- 
ment of Corean troops, at the instigation of 
the Chinese residents, attacked the Japanese 
garrison and were defeated. 

A later telegram says a Japanese cruiser and 
a Chinese transport have been engaged and 
that the cruiser sunk the transport. | | 

Nothing is known here of the alleged pr 
vate dispatch, stating that the Japanese have 
| bombarded Corean ports. . 

The British Consul has received a telegram 
from the British Chargé d’Affaires at Tokio 
stating that the Japanesé have undertaken to 
regard Shanghai as outside of the sphere of 
operations. 

The price of coal has risen 40 per cent on 
account of the large demand made upon 
the supplies for use on board warships, trans- 
ports, etc. 

Lonpox, July 24.—A dispatch from Che- 
mulpo, Corea, says the Corean Government, 
instigated by the Chinese residents, has with- 
drawn its promises of reform made to Japan. 
The Japanese Legation in this city has re- 
ceived a disputch confirming the pews ro- 
ceived by the way of Nagasaki of an attack of 
Corean troops upon the Japanese garrison at 
Seoul. The dispatch says the police guard 
were the aggressors. It also says the Corean 
troops at Seoul number 6,000 men, with sev- 


eral gatling guns. 


received at the Japanese Legation here today 
from Tokio is to the effect that the trouble re- 
ferred to in the Shanghai dispatch occurred. 
at Seoul, the capital of Corea, and not at Na- 
gasaki, as reported. The mistake in locating 
the scene of the difficulty is due probably to 
the ixfterruption of overland com munication 
between Seoul and Shanghai, in which case 
all news reaching the latter place from Seoul 
would have to be sent via Nagasaki. The 
cablegram giving the Minister the news of the 
difficulty, which occurred yesterday, came to 
hand today and is as follows: 

Corean troops made an uncalled for attack 
upon the Japanese troops stationed in Seoul and 
the troops returned the volleys. 

The dispatch gave no particulars regarding 
the cause of the trouble and nothing as to the 
number of persons who may have been killed. 
The Minister's opinion, however, is that it is 
the result of some indiscreet action on the 
part. of the Corean soldiers, who are de- 
scribed at the legation as being undisciplined 
and hard to restrict in what they do. 
The Minister feels sure the firing 
was unauthorized by the Government of 
Corea, and he says it is likely. it has made an 
apology expressing regret at the occurrence. 
There have been no dispatches received at the 
legation showing that the Japanese have 
taken action with reference to the bombard- 
ment of Corean ports. Japan, it is said, has 
too many interests at stake in Coren to at- 
tempt to destroy its coastwise cities, and the 
Minister says certainly Japan has no inten- 
tion of gomg to war with Corea. 

The action of the Chinese Government in 
closing the Yangtse River on accaunt of the 
complication with Japan, growing out of the 
Corean occupation, is regarded by naval of- 
ficers asa most important strategic move 
from a defensive point of view. Shanghai, 
one of the most populous and wealthy cities 
in China, is situated on the Woosung River, 
a short distance beyond its juncture with the 
Yangtse. The Woosung bar, at the mouth 
of the tributary, madethe navigation extreme- 
ly difficult, and the Chinese Government has 
prudently refused to heed the oft-repeated 
suggestions of European commercial powers 
that the channel be improved at this point. 
As itis the sinking of a few junks loaded with 
stone in the narrow and crooked channel will 
easily and effectually close the Langtse and 
Woosung above, thus protecting Shanghai on 
the Woosung and also the enormously expen- 
sive ordnance factory near the Yangtse, which 
would be simply in valuable in case of hostili- 
ties. 

It can be stated authoritatively that there is 
no foundation for the published report that 
Secretary Greshain apologized to M. Tateno, 
the Japanese Minister, for utterances con- 
tained in a telegcam sent by the Secretary of 
State to the Japanese Government through 
Minister Dunn at Tokio. The dispatch con- 
tained nothing offensive. The Japanese Min- 
ister and Secretary Gresham had an inter- 
view yesterday. Mr. Gresham said he hoped 
China, Japan, and Corea would not be em- 
broiled in war.

HOLY FAMILY PICNIC,

Holy Family Parish, West Twelfth street, 
in charge of the Jesuit fathers, is the largest 
parish of English-speaking Catholics in the 
city. The church is the largest in Chicago: 
it has the finest sanctuary, largest organ, 
largest school, largest marriage and bap- 
tismal return of any church in the city, Cath- 
olic or Protestant. The annual picmic for 
the benefit of the church held at Colum- 
bia Park yesterday was no exception to 
the rule. Over 10,000 tickets were sold at 
50 cents each, and the numerous special 
trains run out of Dearborn Station over 
the Santa Fé road were crowded with 
jolly people, family parties being in the ma- 
jority. At 3 o'clock p. m. 5,865 tickets had 
been taken up by the committee on admission 
so that the total number of people, including 
priests, brothers, and holders of com plimen- 
taries swelled the number to over 6,000. The 
fathers positively forbade the sale of intoxi- 
cating drinks, and this accounts for the good 
order, The dancing pavilion was crowded at 


all hours. 

The Jesuit parish has always been a field 
for careful work and wire pulling by poli- 
ticians of all complexions, and many of the 
candidates to be passed upon next November 
were on the grounds. But perhaps the two 
most interesting individuals were Frank 
Lawier and Tim“ Ryan, late the West 
Town Assessor and present candidate for 
Congress. Frank Lawler is out as au inde- 
pendent candidate in the same district. Both 
men live in the same parish and within a tew 
blocks of each other. Feeling in the parish 
is running high. For this reason there was 
no speech making yesterday, the clergy in 
charge having declared that they would not 
allow the occasion turned into a political 
boom for either of the men.

CENTRAL RELIEF ASSOCIATION WORK 


Statement Showing the Men aud Families 
Assisted and the Outlook. 

The Central Relief Association has made a 
report to the Civic Federation, out of which 
it grew, and to the public of its work from 
its organization in December, 1893, to the 
present time. The report is printed and 
bound in pamphlet form and deals prineipal- 
ly with the hard times of last winter and the 
good which the association aecomplished in 
relieving distress. In the report of the com- 
mittee having street employment in charge it 
was shown that in eighty-three working days 
462,084 meals were furnished, 232,066 
lodging checks were issued, and 8,682 orders 
were issued for family supplies, the value of 
supplies being $3,551; 14,074 articles of 
clothing were distributed, valued at $6,378. 

Regarding the future the report says: 

Taking a forward look, in closing this report, 
the association desires to again emphasize the 
— 4 of complete district organization 
and of the Central Bureau of Kegistra and to 
solicit for them the cordial support of all exist- 
ing charitable societies. 

t also earnestly solicits the careful considera- 
tion, especially on the part of gentlemen skilled 
in financial problems, of the subject of a loan or- 
ganization. There are both legal and financial 
obstacles to be overcome, but they have been 
successfully met elsewhere, and this should be 
evidence that they can be in our city. That such 
an institution might be of the greatest usefulness 
in encouraging thrift and in preventing extor- 
tion, loss, and resulting misery is beyond ques- 
tion. Then of relief of this character is con- 
stantly and most painfully felt by all who have 
experience in the administrative side of charita- 
ble effort.

ce is required by law to make a charge, which, 
however, amounts to only the cost of printing 
and paper, the cost of the surveys and of the 
various drafting and engraving processes and the 
work of compilation not being included. In 

0 notices to mariners and hydrographic 
bulletins are circulated without charge. ilot 
charts are given without charge to those who co- 
operate actively with the office in securing infor- 
mation which is embraced upon the chart. For 
hydrographic charts and for sailing directions 
and special book publications the office makes a 
sinall charge. For special information in answer 
to inquiries no charge is made. Publications 
that are issued without charge may be obtained 
from tbe Branch Hydrographic Office at Chicago. 

The notice, which is published in pamphlet 
form, contains a deal of information about 
lights, buoys. shoals, and pilot rules of 
practical value to navigators. 


HOTTEST DAY FORK THREE YEARS. 


Chicago Broke a Record Yesterday and 
Rolled Up 96° of Heat. 

Yesterday was the hottest day Chicago has 
seen in three years, so far as the records of 
the Weather Bureau go. The temperature 
during the day was as follows: 7 a. m., 707; 
9 a. m., 78°: 11a. m., 85°; 1 p. m., 89“; 3 
p. m., 90°; 5 p. m., 93"; 6 p. m., 96°; 7 p. 
m., 92; and 9 p. m., 85°. The maximum 
was 96°, and 96° Aug. 9 was also the, maxi- 
mum in 1891. The maximum in 1892 was 
94°, July 25, and of 1893 95°, Aug. 10 and 
Sept. 14. The hottest day of Chicago 
weather recerded by the Weather Bureau was 
100°, July 16 and 17, 1887; the next highest 
being 99°, July 6, 1874. This information 
was furnished last night by C. E. Linney, who 
was Prof. Moore’s assistant in Milwaukee, 
and began last night to be his assistan in 
Chicago.

OHIOAGO FIRE DEPARTMENT STILL 
UNDER ORITIOISM. 


Fires Which Spread from the Point of Or- 
igin Call for Protests from Insurance- 
Men=Caledonian Has a Bad Year=0. C. 
Kemp to Cease Local Business=Charies 
Povah of the Lancashire Will Soon 
Appoint the Chicago Manager of That 
Company. ; 

Complaints regarding the management of 
fires by the Fire Department multiply along 
La Salle street in the offices of insurance com- 
panies. The matter came up yesterday in a 
meeting of the special committee on fire 
patrol whieh has under consideration the 
economizing in that department by reducing 
the numberof patrol stations from six to 
three or four, as is suggested by some of the 
members. The matter which brought the 
subject up for discussion yesterday was the 
fire of Monday on Van Horn street, where fire 
originating in a frame dwelling-house com- 
municated to and entirely destroyed eight 
houses, besides doing considerable damage 
to others. 

At this meeting the statement was made 
that the system which has been in vogue in 
the Fire Department has been changed so as 
to materially affect its efficiency. The city is 
divided into thirteen districts, and it has been 
the custom to send not less thun four engines 
on the first alarm. This number was in- 
creased where the alarm came from a down- 
town district or one where the fire hazard 
was considered greater than the average. 
Since the first of July the firemen have 
been so moch overworked that Chief 
Swenie fas changed the plan, 80 
that now but two engines go on a 
first alarm to residence districts. Whether or 
not this is responsible for the spread of nu- 
merous recent fires or not the agents cannot 
say, but certain it is that complaints are more 
common than usual. Within the month there 
have been four of these fires which have 
spread much beyond the limit usually consid- 
ered as probable. First there was the one on 
Warren avenue, where’ four houses burned. 
Then came the one on Goose Island, where 
fire communicated from a two-story frame 
huilding to a brick planing mill, destroying it 
and nearly a dozen others. The afternoon of 
the same day six houses burned on West Van 
Buren street, near Center, and now. a week 
later, comes the Van Horn street fire, with its 
record of eight houses destroyed and others 
damaged. 

The feeling among insurance men is that if 
men are overworked the number should be in- 
creased, so the full number of engines sent 
under the old plan might again go out on the 
first alarm. present month is a bad one 
for fires, and no improvement can be expect- 
ed before Sept. 15. The dry weather makes 
the. wooden buildings like tinder boxes, and a 
fire which once gets started is hard to get un- 


der control, 


An evidence of the alarm felt by the agents 
is shown in their action in sending special 
agents to South Chicago to look into the 
situation there. A year ago fire swept over a 
square mile of territory and the agents want, 
if possible, to prevent a recurrence of this. 
There is one risk there which is causing some 
worry. Lumber yards with hundreds of 
thousands of feet ot lumber are located near 
the mammoth elevators and the dividing 
space is filled with freignt cars on side tracks, 
gee as inflammabie as the lumber 
piles.

CALEDONIAN HAS A BAD YEAR. 


Loss of £22,821 on Fire Business, Which 
is Made Up on Life Profits, 

Caledonian Insurance company affairs, as 
given in the annual report of the directors, 
show rather badly in so far as the fire busi- 
ness is concerned, though in the life depart- 
ment a satisfactory experience is reported. 
For the twelve months covered in the report 
there is an adverse balance of £22,821. This 
record of bad business has been about equal 
at home and abroad. Of the home business 
the loss ratio was 71.79 per cent, the excess 
over the normal ratio of 60 per cent being 
charged by the directors to the extraordinary 
number of fires on farms in Scotland and to 
two extensive fires in London. In the United 
States the loss ratio for the year was 72.97 
per cent, but of this the directors say more 
than 5 per cent was on business which the 
company has ceased to write and on which 
no premiums were received during the year, 
this bringing the loss ratio down to 67.69 per 
cent. Notwithstanding these figures the com- 
pany has £35,498 to carry to the profit side 
of the ledger for the year’s business.
